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The Gazebo on the front cover of this Town Report was constructed in 2020 and gifted to the 
Town by the Bennington Historical Society. This project was made possible starting in 2019 when 
voters accepted this gift of 1.9 acres of land at the corner of Main Street and Route 31. The 
property will be used for parking for the Town, Library, and Congregational Church as well as for 
passive recreation.

Each warrant 
article will be read and discussed and any amendments proposed from the floor must be 
submitted in writing to the Moderator. It was noted that the articles will be heard out of order 
hearing article # 23 first followed by article #24.

School District Warrant Articles will be voted on at the polls on March 10, 2020 at Pierce 
School in Bennington, New Hampshire. The polls will be open from 8:00 a.m. to 7:00 p.m.

The Deliberative Town Meeting, Session 1 was attended by 25 registered voters 
The Moderator initiated the following articles: 


23. Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of six thousand dollars ($6,000) in 
support of The Grapevine Family & Community Resource Center - a nonprofit 
organization? The appropriation would provide $4,000 funding for The Grapevine Family 
& Resource Center and $2,000 funding for The Teen Center's programs and services. 


Note: Melissa Gallagher, Director of The Grapevine spoke to the article noting the many 
services provided by The Grapevine. In the past year, 173 Bennington residents have taken 
advantage of parent support and children groups that are offered by the Grapevine. No 
amendments were introduced and the article was accepted as written.

THE ARTICLE PASSED 


24. Shall the Town raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred dollars ($500) in support 
of the Community Volunteer Transportation Company - a nonprofit organization? 


Note: Margaret Gurney, Community Volunteer Transportation Company representative, 
spoke to the article noting the many services they provide. Last year they received 137 ride 
requests from 8 Bennington residents. She thanked Bennington for their support. No 
amendments were introduced and the article was accepted as written.

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2. Are you in favor of amending the Zoning Ordinance to reflect grammatical revisions 
as stated in "Draft 3 - Sam Cohen 9/13/19"? All proposed grammatical revisions are 
available on the Town’s website or at Bennington Town Hall. 


Note: Selectman Cleary addressed the article noting an amendment to the article for 
grammatical revisions to the Zoning articles. This is a 54-page document that is available 
on the Town website and at the Town Hall. No amendments were introduced and the 
article was accepted as written. 


2020 RESULTS: YES-133 NO-47 
THE ARTICLE PASSED 
3. Shall the town adopt the provisions of RSA 72:61-64 inclusively, which provide for an 

optional property tax exemption from the property’s assessed value, for property tax 
purposes, for persons owning real property, which is equipped with solar energy 
systems intended for use at the immediate site. Such property tax exemption shall be in 
the amount equal to 100 % of the assessed value of qualifying solar energy system 
equipment under these statutes. (Majority vote required) 


Note: Selectman Mackesy spoke to the article. Administrator LaPlante clarified that 
the tax exemption is for power used at the residence or at that property. Concerns were 
expressed if it would offset the Town budget. It will not, but the property will be taxed 
on this infrastructure. No amendments were introduced and the article was accepted as 
written. 


2020 RESULTS: YES- 124 NO- 67 
THE ARTICLE BASSE 


4. Shall the Town of Bennington raise and appropriate as an operating budget, not 
including appropriations by special warrant articles and other appropriations voted 
separately, the amounts set forth on the budget posted with the warrant or as amended 
by vote of the first session, for the purposes set forth therein, totaling one million, 
eight hundred eighteen thousand, two hundred seventy-three dollars ($1,818,273)? 
Should this article be defeated, the default budget shall be one million, eight hundred 
fifteen thousand, four hundred thirty-eight dollars ($1,815,438), which is the same as 
last year, with certain adjustments required by previous action of the Town or by law; 
or the governing body may hold one special meeting, in accordance with RSA 40:13, 
X and XVI, to take up the issue of a revised operating budget only. 


Note: Selectmen Cleary spoke to the article noting increases due to personnel changes 
and 53 pay periods during 2020. Robyn Clough noted that there is a big increase in the 
Highway Department and asked for clarification as there were $386,000 expended last 
year and they were asking for $439,000. Administrator LaPlante noted that there were 
staffing and administration shortages last year and there would be increases in health 
insurance due to staffing changes. The Highway department also had problems over 
the winter with bad fuel, while the insurance will cover a portion, the Town will be 
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responsible for a percentage of the bill. Robyn Clough asked if employees pay for 
health insurance. There is no cost to employees.

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SELECTMEN’S MESSAGE 


For many of our residents, 2020 was a year filled with uncertainty, exhaustion, and profound 
perseverance as our Town — and the world — were broadsided by the Novel Coronavirus (COVID- 
19). 


As we prepared the 2020 Budget in early January, the national media reported on a mysterious 
flu half a world away. By early February, the media was reporting on cases in the United States. 
And by the time we went to the polls on March 10", New Hampshire had diagnosed its first few 
cases of COVID-19. 


COVID-19 caused us to evaluate the needs of the Town and make changes as needed throughout 
2020: 

e Town Hall has been closed to foot traffic since April 1S' because of limited space in our 
lobby and also to reduce exposure for our limited staff in the Town Office, Town Clerk’s 
Office, and Police Department. Office Staff have remained working in the building and all 
business has been conducted by email, phone, mail, or drop box located outside of Town 
Hall. 

e Our Library has been closed to the public since mid-March but has continued providing 
their customers with reading and viewing materials. 

e Boards and Committees held Virtual or Hybrid meetings to accommodate our volunteers 
and residents. 

e We reviewed planned roadway projects and tabled reconstruction of Durgin Road while 
we waited to see how COVID-19 would impact revenues. 

e Recycling was suspended for three months to reduce employee and patron exposure at 
the Transfer Station. At the recommendation of NH DES, a phased reopening of recycling 
activities allowed us to receive stockpiled recyclables from our residents. The swap shop 
remains closed at this time. 

e We reviewed properties eligible for Tax Deed and voted to defer Tax Deeds for one year. 

e Because the Elementary School (our usual voting venue) was closed to the public, we 
relocated the Presidential Primary voting to the Highway Garage. 


In June we met with the Town’s Joint Loss Management Committee to discuss reopening Town 
Hall to the public. As a result of the meeting it became clear that Town Hall could not reopen 
without improvements to the air quality and customer lobby area. A Request for Proposal was 
sent to area contractors requesting bids to create a separate entrance for the Police Department, 
enlarge the customer service window in the lobby, and add a sneeze guard. Despite postings in 
the newspaper, social media, and personal invitations in June, the Town did not receive any 
responses until mid-September. 


We received and reviewed bids from two Bennington contractors for Town Hall COVID 
Improvements and awarded the project to Jay Contracting, LLC. The project has been completely 
funded with GOFERR Grant monies. Project completion has been delayed due to material 
availability. When Town Hall reopens to the public in early 2021, our customers will see a fresh 
new customer service lobby with maximized space to allow for proper social distancing, a new 
entrance to the conference room, and a new exterior entrance to the Police Department. 


In 2020, additional investments were made to Equipment and Facilities: 


e In late 2019, the fuel source at the Highway Department became contaminated due to an 
errant fuel delivery by the Town’s fuel vendor. As a result, the motor in the Highway 
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Department's 2007 International Dump Truck seized and was replaced through the 
insurance claim process. With a new motor and a healthy chassis, the Selectmen voted 
to replace the dump body and further expand the life of the vehicle beyond the original 20 
year expected life. 

e The original heaters and ceiling fans at the Highway Garage were replaced this spring. To 
date we have seen a 29% reduction in electric costs! 

e Continued improvements to all Town Facilities to remain in compliance with the 2019 
Department of Labor Safety Inspection. The difficult decision was made to close the VFW 
building to allow us time to better evaluate long-term improvements rather than short-term 
fixes. 

e Reviewed prior repairs and future equipment needs and voted to upgrade the Highway 
Department Loader. After months of research, we purchased a 2002 John Deere 544H 
Loader with 4,000 hours and sold the Town’s 1982 John Deere Loader. 


In March voters approved a Warrant Article to adopt a Solar Exemption equal to 100% of the 
assessed value of qualifying solar energy systems intended for use at the immediate site. As a 
result, we authorized exemptions totaling $80,500 for qualified applicants. 


We are proud to continue to support outstanding youth in our Community through the award of 
the Edward French Memorial Scholarship to two graduating Conval seniors — Molly Reed and 
Alexis Cleary. We are also pleased to announce that Bennington is now a Purple Heart 
Community. Purple Heart signage will be installed in spring 2021. 


We are happy to report that Bennington continues to benefit from the generosity of others as well 
as the conscientious work of Department Heads. Here are some examples of investments in our 
Community that have benefited our taxpayers: 

e Through a grant opportunity, a resident benefactor provided a 50% matching donation that 
enabled us to upgrade all light fixtures at the Town Hall to LED fixtures. 

e Because we are unable to haul in fresh sand at the beach due to DES permitting 
requirements, a private resident rototilled the beach to freshen up the beach area. 

e In 2019, voters approved a Warrant Article to accept a gift of 1.9 acres of land off Main 
Street. In 2020, site work improvements were completed and made possible by private 
donation. After years of fundraising efforts, the Historical Society erected a gazebo on the 
property and is a welcome addition in our downtown area. 


In late October, Governor Sununu joined Town Officials, State Leaders, and recovery advocates 
to celebrate the groundbreaking for Bridge Street Recovery’s new 40 bed residential care and 
transitional housing unit for individuals recovering from addiction. The project principles are a 
cohesive group and include celebrities, addiction counselors, recovering addicts, and local 
residents. The transitional housing program in Bennington, located at the former Highland Inn on 
Francestown Road, comes at the tail end of in-patient treatment at their inpatient facility in 
Peterborough. Clients/patients are vetted before they arrive in Bennington and there are strict 
rules as a condition of residency. The Bennington and Peterborough programs are expected to 
bring about 90 jobs to the area. 


Staffing changes in 2020 were the lowest they have been in years. Resignations in 2020 included 
Anmarie Wilson (Crossing Guard), Valerie Germain (Conservation Commission), and Alex Mason 
(Planning Board Alternate). We also welcomed new faces, Sarah Cox (Transfer Station), Brian 
Mamcezak (Transfer Station), and Theresa Healey (Crossing Guard). 
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In closing, we continue to be concerned about taxation and the effect the Conval School District 
has on our ability to enhance our local infrastructure. Our efforts to manage the short and long- 
term needs of our community continue to be thwarted by the Conval Budget and resulting tax 
rate. For every $100 of property taxes, $59.14 goes to Local and State Education and $37.39 
goes towards the Town (the remaining $3.47 goes to the County). When evaluating the wants 
and needs of our community, we continually find ourselves in a position to fund only basic needs.

The 2020 Town Report is dedicated to the following public servants who gave freely of themselves 
for the good of the community. We salute the honor of these former Town Officials who were each 
a part of the group of devoted people upon whom small towns are dependent. 


FRANK DALTON; 1937-2020 — retired member of the Bennington Fire 
Department. In addition to his firefighting expertise Frank was instrumental, 
along with other volunteers, in the 1970’s construction of the Fire Station 
which was built without cost to the Town. 


Frank was also a proud member of the Brown & Knight VFW Post 8268. 


MARY ELLEN LINDSAY; 1943-2020 — volunteered at the Library in the early 
1970’s and is remembered tor her kindness, helpfulness and reading to our 
elementary school children. 


Most recently Mary Ellen worked as a volunteer at the Historical Society 
and helped choose the design for the new gazebo recently built in Town. 
She also enjoyed reading, beadwork, painting on canvas and was the only 
woman member of the Tennessee Woodworkers. 


WILLIAM REID; 1929-2020 — served as the Town’s Administrator from 1993 to 
2003. His practical sense and his calm, straightforward demeanor made 
him effective and much appreciated in that role by Townspeople and Board 
of Selectmen alike. 


Bill proudly served his county in Korea where he commanded an infantry 
platoon in that conflict and was awarded two Bronze Stars. Bill's greatest 
joy was his family. 


EDWARD PELLETIER, SR.; 1933-2020 — was a former member of the Zoning 
Board of Adjustment. He was a personable guy who was strong in his 
beliefs and opinions. Ed and his wife Jane operated a fully functional farm 
and a feed and grain store before their retirement. He enjoyed tinkering on 
small engines and working around his property on multiple projects. 


Ed proudly served in the Korean War as a heavy equipment mechanic; he 
was honorably discharged with the rank of Corporal.

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CAPITAL RESERVE FUNDING COMMITTEE 
Minutes of the Meeting — December 15, 2020 


Due to the COVID-19 Pandemic, the Selectmen opted for an alternative method to establishing 
Capital Reserve Fund amounts for 2021. In a typical year, the Capital Reserve Funding 
Committee meets with Department Heads to discuss future need. This year, however, the 
Selectmen solicited Capital Reserve Requests from Department Heads prior to scheduling any 
meetings with the Capital Reserve Funding Committee. Because the requests came in nearly 
identical to last year and years prior, the Selectmen felt it appropriate to confirm those amounts 
without increasing any meeting exposures to Capital Reserve Funding Committee members. 


The following is a report of 2021 Capital Reserve Fund Allocations:

2020 started out normally, with only quiet whispers of a new flu strain brewing half a world away. 
We were too busy to be concerned with it; we were planning the Library’s 2020 story times, book 
groups, programs and activities for the year. In February, there was the sudden news of the virus’s 
aggressive and deadly spread into northern Italy where a group of ConVal choral students and 
their chaperones were on tour, and among them, were patrons of our Library. We watched the 
news, stunned as the Italians in quarantine bravely fought the mysterious virus and we wished 
our patrons a safe and healthy return home. Nestled here in our Monadnock hills, we still felt 
distant from those terrible events and we did not foresee how quickly that virus would soon affect 
our communities and change all our lives. 


By March, every bit of our daily work and home routines were affected. Suddenly we were not 
able to interact in person with our families, friends and patrons. Library services and use of the 
Library building were suspended. How do we continue to best serve our population while keeping 
that population safe and supported? How do we provide for our patrons who were suddenly 
isolated? Would our patrons be safe using library materials? How do we abide by the mandated 
quarantine guidelines? 


New policies had to be created and old ones rewritten. We received supportive guidelines and 
resources through the State of New Hampshire, ALA, NELA, NHLA and our local Nubanusit 
Library Cooperative. We were reinventing our manner of service; we were all learning and 
evolving as was our knowledge of the virus. Our suppliers shut down and publications were halted. 
The NH State Library’s inter-library loan services were stopped. Generous museums, zoos and 
aquariums offered free virtual field trips and daily art and science programming for homebound 
students and anxious adults. Publishers offered free online full text access to their nonfiction 
publications and asked us to share them, for free, with teachers, students and their parents. 
Teachers had to learn an entire new format for teaching and we were eager to share our online 
resources with them. We became intimate with the terms Zoom, WebEx, document readers, 
social distancing, quarantine and curbside service. We became familiar with different types of 
hand sanitizers, disinfectants, Plexiglas and were versed on fomites and the lifespan of the virus 
on different surfaces. We dreamed of finding a cache of paper towels, Clorox wipes, toilet paper 
and Kleenex. We settled for no name bleach to disinfect our books and surfaces and bought bins 
to rotate our quarantining books into. We populated our website with links to health and 
community resources and we were grateful that our entire collection could be viewed and 
accessed online so that our patrons could continue to request and receive materials. 


Throughout the year we transitioned through various phases; fully open, curbside only, complete 
lockdown, curbside again, 50% appointment visits, walk-ins, and back to curbside. The line 
between the phases was blurred and we were disappointed when we realized that a 940 square 
foot building’s 50% capacity is a disappointing four individuals or one family at a time. 


While we were in full lock-down, we took advantage of our uninterrupted time to do a complete 
inventory and shifting of the collection. We edited the catalog and reorganized the portion of the 
collection located in the basement. It was a huge and time-consuming project, one that we could 
never have accomplished without that gift of time that the lock-down gave us. 
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Throughout 2020, no matter what phase of quarantine we were in, our 1,682 Bennington patrons 
continued to have uninterrupted access to our collection of 28,058 items that includes 3,378 
DVDs, 814 sound recordings, 22 music CDs, 24 periodicals and 2 newspapers. Our Library’s 
collection also includes an additional subscription to Tumblebooks, an online collection of 1,046 
e-books, which includes animated talking picture books, nonfiction titles, 82 National Geographic 
videos, 122 language lessons, 125 playlists and 296 games and puzzles. Since the COVID lock- 
down, Tumblebooks has also offered, for free, their TumbleMath, TumbleAudio Book Cloud, Teen 
Book Cloud and their TumbleRomance Book Cloud. In addition to our in-house collection, our 
patrons have access to a rotating DVD collection of 50 and to a STEAM collection shared among 
the Nubanusit Library Cooperative members. Through our online catalog and a library card, our 
patrons also have access to the FREE NH Overdrive collection managed by the NH State Library 
that includes a digital collection of 29,668 e-books, 23,579 e-audio books and 24 e-periodicals 
and 17 videos. 


Six months of planned programing was first rescheduled, and then cancelled, including our 
Library's own monthly GEP Talks. NH Humanities filled some of that void by offering free online 
programs, sending links so that we could share them with our patrons. We connected with our 
patrons through our website, Facebook, Instagram, outdoor sign boards and word of mouth. We 
decorated our library windows with optimistic messages, treasure hunts and seasonal decorations 
and we provided curbside take and make crafts for our patrons. 


Despite having to cancel our many programs, we did have our annual Summer Reading 
Program—COVID Style and all outside! 67 patron readers participated and just as she has done 
since 1990, Debi Belcher created our summer reading program mascot and delivered it to the 
Library’s lawn over the 4" of July weekend, signaling the start of the summer reading program. 
We still had our weekly reading incentives, crafts, games and puzzles and we had five weekly 
story walks located throughout the Town. Masons, Jon Manley and Arthur Dunham from the 
Benevolent Lodge #7, Milford, NH and Pacific Lodge #45, Francestown, NH sponsored their 
Masonic Bikes for Books program and made sure that our summer readers could still be able to 
compete for a Bike and Helmet. The 2020 winner of the Bike and Helmet was Cody Brown and 
when Cody discovered that he had won the bike, he asked if his little sister Lyla could receive the 
bike instead, since he already owned a bike. 


We were sad not to have had our pre-school story times, nor the after-school book groups. Our 
annual Bike Rodeo, Summer field trips, Peep Dioramas, Gingerbread House Workshop and 
Candy Cane Sled Races were all cancelled. Fortunately, we were able to have Halloween! Thank 
you, Melissa and Dwayne Searles, Fran Clough and Chris Maple for the excellent spooky 
decorations and for handing out treats and thank you to Bethany Craig for sharing Recreation’s 
Halloween decorations with the Library. 


There were no opportunities for fundraising in 2020 and we hope to resume fund raising efforts 
in 2021. In 2020 our building funds were depleted for a good cause. We were fortunate to have 
been given the opportunity, along with the Bennington Congregational Church and the Bennington 
Historical Society, to contribute to a portion of the Town’s brand-new park and gazebo. One of 
the highlights of our year was to be able to watch that property be transformed from a rough, 
scrubby property into an open park crowned with the most beautiful gazebo in NH. We look 
forward to using the gazebo and parking to hold some of our outdoor story times and programs. 


This year we appreciate more than ever the communal spirit in Bennington. A great big thank you 


to our Main Street families: Fraser, Henault and Wilcott, who have cheerfully stuck with us and 
helped to spread the word about our programs, kept an eye on our wellbeing, the Library building, 
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the curbside tent and who also shared their front lawns with us for our story walks. Thank you too 
to Debi Belcher and family, Joe MacGregor, Dwayne Searles, Mike Munhall, Rhonda Davie, 
Robert Gross, Jon and Robyn Manley, Sandy Cleary and Bethany and Jim Craig. Thank you to 
our devoted Trustees who despite the radical changes in the way they had to manage their own 
work and home lives, also kept pace with a new version of Library business.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Police Department would like to thank the citizens of Bennington for their continued support. 
2020 was a very unique year for everyone, with the rise of COVID-19 prompting stay at home 
orders, business closures, and remote learning for students. There were many challenges that 
we all had to face together. The Officers of the Police Department worked very hard throughout 
the pandemic and resulting State of Emergency to make sure emergency services were not 
interrupted. | would like to recognize them and thank them for their dedication and professionalism 
to the Town of Bennington. 


In 2020, the Bennington Police Department responded to approximately 2,400 calls for service. 
Calls for service included crimes reported, arrests, motor vehicle stops, motor vehicle crashes, 
medical calls, assisting other agencies, death investigations, civil matters, and community 
caretaking. Arrests consisted of both Misdemeanor and Felony level crimes including crimes 
involving serious bodily injury. 


As in previous years, we continue to see many drug and alcohol offenses to include possession 
of drugs and DWI. The Bennington Police Department has also responded to, and assisted with 
overdoses and medical emergencies associated with drug and alcohol use. This area remains 
one of our top priorities. 


This year, one of the Police Departments’ main focuses was on child exploitation, abuse, and 
neglect. These types of cases are extremely sensitive, due to the nature of the offenses. Services 
provided by the Department of Children Youth and Families (DCYF), Department of Homeland 
Security, Child Advocacy Centers, and the Internet Crimes Against Children task force (ICAC), 
are just some of the agencies the Police Department utilize to help thoroughly investigate these 
types of crimes. In 2020, The Bennington Police Department made arrests in these areas. 


2020 presented many challenges for everyone due to the rapidly spreading COVID-19 Pandemic. 
One of the Bennington Police Department’s main objectives moving forward was making sure we 
are able to provide proper Police coverage in Town should an Officer become sick. We worked 
closely with the Emergency Management Committee, made sure the Police Department was 
stocked with masks, hand sanitizer, face shields, and other items needed to clean and disinfect 
the Office as well as the Police Cruisers. Schedules were adjusted to limit contact between 
multiple Officers, and a PD Response Guideline was created for Officers to follow when having 
physical contact with the public. At no time was there an interruption of Police Service to the Town 
of Bennington, which remains at full capacity. | would like to thank the Board of Selectmen for 
their continued support, we appreciate everything you do. As 2021 approaches, myself and the 
Officers of the Bennington Police Department look forward to serving the community with 
professionalism and compassion.

During 2020 Bennington Fire and Rescue saw many changes relating to Covid-19 Pandemic 
protocols, policies, recommendations, and guidelines. The continuous changes caused for a busy 
and very time-consuming year for all. There were no changes to personnel this year and all 
Officers remained in place with no changes. 


In 2020 Bennington Fire and Rescue responded to a total of 198 emergency calls — down from 
208 in 2019, with 135 of them being medically based versus 132 in 2019. 


Although 2020 created a new sense of the unknown and many new challenges for us all, the Fire 
Department and Rescue have been in full operation all year without any interruption to residents 
and have continued to assist our neighboring communities. We are following all recommended 
guidance and working hard to serve our Community to the best of our ability. We continued with 
all preventative maintenance on our equipment and vehicles to protect the Town and our assets. 


If you are planning to burn brush, please contact the Warden or one of the Deputy Wardens for a 
Burn Permit or you can obtain one online at: httos://nhdflweb.sovsportsnet.net. 


Lastly, please take the time to make sure that you have large and reflective numbers on both 
sides of your mailbox and on your residence if your house can be seen from the road. If you live 
in an apartment, please also have your apartment identified as this will enable emergency 
services to locate your home quickly in the case of an emergency. If you need assistance, please 
contact either the Fire Department or the Town Office and somebody from the Fire Department 
will happily assist you with this important task.

EMERGENCY MANAGEMENT 


Bennington Emergency Management has had an extremely eventful year serving the Community. Director 
Keith Nason, Deputy Director Kristie LaPlante and Specialist Jason Powers were activated under the 
Governor’s State of Emergency Orders in March due to the Covid-19 Pandemic which continues to date. In 
addition to working on the Covid-19 related items the Team also kept an eye on weather and security related 
issues. 


During 2020, the Emergency Management Team continued to work with and support the Police and Fire 
Departments. Monthly meetings have continued with members of each agency and school faculty to provide 
the safest possible environment for the students and teachers at Pierce School. Many members of 
Bennington Fire, Rescue and Police completed the practical certification class for EMS in The Warm Zone 
with Antrim Fire, Ambulance and Police, New Hampshire State Police and the New Hampshire Fire Academy 
at Great Brook School in late February. 


In March Emergency Management became extremely busy when the Governor declared a State of 
Emergency in which we are still under today. Under the State of Emergency, our Emergency Management 
Team has been extremely busy following guidance from the Governor's Office, Health & Human Services, 
Attorney General’s Office, CDC, local medical control (MCH) and several other agencies. For several 
months we spent hours each day on conference calls which became more manageable by early summer 
with only a few per week. Our Team has worked to guide and, in some cases, enforce the Governor's Orders 
with all local businesses while assisting our local residents with any needs. 2020 was a very challenging 
and tiring time for our Team but with the support we received from the Fire & Police Departments and the 
Board of Selectmen we have pulled through it and become much stronger for our residents. 


Keeping our residents and our employees safe have been one of our top priorities. | receive a confidential 
daily listing of all positive cases within Bennington so | am able to keep tabs on individuals who may need 
assistance while following trends and watching statistics. Bennington Emergency Management has been 
successfully completing weekly Covid-19 rapid testing for all Town public safety employees who want it 
which allows us to protect the Community at a greater level. 


During 2020 we worked very hard to obtain Personal Protective Equipment (PPE) worth tens of thousands 
of dollars, at no charge to the Town, which is used to keep both first responders as well as Towns’ people 
protected and safe. The PPE has been used by all Town Departments as well as local businesses. 
Obtaining PPE was very time consuming and challenging at the beginning of the Pandemic but has eased 
over time. We are optimistic that we will continue to be well positioned with our supply and will continue to 
receive most of our supplies at no cost to the Town while we remain under this State of Emergency. 


During these hard times we ask that you reach out if you are in need, help your friends and neighbors and 
please follow all local, state and federal guidance. Follow Bennington Emergency Management on 
Facebook and download the State of NH’s ReadyNH app for your mobile phone. Please remember if you 
“See Something, Say Something”. 


As we continue to enhance our Community involvement and education, we are encouraging anyone with 
comments, questions or ideas to contact us.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


2020 proved to be a very challenging year. The Department had many things thrown our way. 
From being down a front-line piece of equipment most of the winter to the challenges of staffing 
issues due to remote learning brought on by the Pandemic. While facing these challenges the 
Department was able to continue to provide the services the residents of Bennington have 
entrusted us to perform to provide safe roads for the motoring public. 


The Highway Department also saw staffing changes this past year. The Highway Department 
now shares an employee with the Transfer Station. The shared position provides for two regular 
employees to be working the Transfer Station and then working for the Highway Department three 
days per week. This shared position did not bring about the addition of a new full-time employee 
but rather the change of scheduling in an already existing position within the Highway Department. 


The winter season started with us losing one of our main pieces of snow removal equipment. 
Many may not know that due to no fault of the Town or Highway Department the 2007 International 
had a catastrophic engine failure. This failure was due to outside vendor supply issues. We are 
very fortunate in that the insurance company paid for the repairs which consisted of replacement 
of the engine with a factory rebuilt engine. After careful inspection of the truck, and because of 
the very low mileage on the vehicle the decision was made to replace the dump body with a new 
four-season body thereby avoiding a costly complete truck replacement. With the work that has 
been completed on the vehicle it should serve the Town well for many more years to come. The 
Town was also able to replace the Highway Department’s 1982 John Deere front-end loader with 
a “new” 2002 John Deere 544H model front-end loader. The replacement machine comes to us 
with very low hours and should serve us well. 


The Highway Department accomplished quite a bit of road side ditching this past summer. We 
started with Gillis Hill Road by redefining all the ditch lines, as well as cleaning out the inlets and 
outlets of culverts. We installed new culverts in problem areas then added trap stone to help 
prevent washouts and erosion. Next was Old Stagecoach Road, followed by Dodge Hill Road and 
Larkin Road. We installed erosion control on these roads as well as cleaned out culvert inlets and 
outlets. Lastly, we cleaned the culvert inlet and outlets on Pierce Hill Road and added stone to 
the inlets and outlets as well as along the shoulders to help prevent erosion. 


The Highway Department was able to do paving as well as pavement preservation work during 
the summer and fall. The top coat of asphalt was applied to Onset Road by Advanced Excavating 
and Paving to complete the road rebuild project. The pavement preservation project was to chip 
seal several roads in Town that had previously been paved. This process extends the life to the 
pavement by adding oils back into the asphalt and topping the oil with 3/8” chip stone giving us 
an additional wearing surface. The roads that were chip sealed in 2020 were Dodge Road, Eaton 
Avenue, Starrett Road, and Balch Farm. 


Fall brought about flushing of culverts to prevent water from overtopping the roadway due to 
blocked culverts; final road grading and the addition of dust control materials. Trucks were 
prepared for winter. Plows were checked for any needed repairs and then painted to protect them 
during winter operations. The trucks were pressure washed and had a rust prevention coating 
applied to them to help extend their service life. 


2021 will bring about more ditching of Town roads to promote better drainage, road repairs, and 


culvert replacements to help extend the life span of the Town roads. We will be looking to crack 
seal, and to do more chip seal work on Town roads as well. Planned brush cutting will get sun 
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light onto the roads allowing us to hopefully use fewer deicing materials during the winter. This 
also improves visibility for the motoring public. 


In closing | would like to thank Chris Davies and Matt Blanchard for all their hard work this past 
year. | would like to thank the Board of Selectmen, and the residents of Bennington for their

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TRANSFER STATION 


The Transfer Station saw many changes during 2020. The first and biggest challenge we had to 
face was the challenges of the Covid-19 Pandemic and how to keep the attendants and residents 
safe. As many know the initial decision was made to stop recycling and close the swap shop. 
Once we had a handle on the operational plan, we were able to resume recycling. First was to 
set up a temporary area for recycling, and then to move back to normal operations of recycling. 
While the swap shop is still closed, we will be monitoring the situation and making the changes 
needed to keep everyone safe. 


The next big change to the Transfer Station is the shared employment position between the 
Highway Department and the Transfer Station. This position is not a new hire but rather an 
existing Town employee who now splits the work week between the two Departments. This allows 
us to have continuity from week to week without frequently tapping into our part-time backup 
personnel for weekly as-needed coverage. 


Another big change is the requirement of mask wearing while using the Transfer Station. We ask 
that you continue to wear your masks while utilizing the Transfer Station. This small action will 
help prevent the spread of Covid, protect the employees, and the residents of Bennington. We 
closely monitor the State guidance and will make the necessary changes to the requirement as 
needed. 


There have been a few price adjustments to the Disposal Fee Schedule. These increases are 
necessary to help cover the cost of the disposal of these items. If you would like a copy of the 
disposal fees, they are available at the Transfer Station during normal business hours. 

In 2020 the Transfer station took in 440.15 tons of household solid waste, 83.25 tons of demolition 
materials, 45.89 tons of mixed paper, 3.43 tons of plastics, 1.47 tons of aluminum cans, 4.89 tons 
of tin cans, 11.69 tons of glass, and lastly 31.51 tons of scrap metal. 


In closing | would like to thank Tom James, Chris Davies, Patrick Green, David Parker and Sarah 
Cox for all their hard work this past year. 2020 proved to be a challenging one.

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CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


2020 brought to an end the dedicated work of Valerie Germain as a member and Chair of the 
Conservation Commission. Val was a driving force in the creation of our Annual Earth Day 
Cleanup, instrumental in the development of the Bruce Edes Forest as a valuable Town resource, 
and the coordinator of the collaboration with the Francestown Land Trust in the acquisition of the 
Samuel’s Forest. As a teacher, she led the Commission’s outreach to young people over the 
years, as well as bringing Pierce School students to the Forest regularly. And, the Town’s Natural 
Resource Inventory would not have happened without Val’s leadership. Val’s passion for natural 
resources and her Town will be missed. 


While the COVID Pandemic reduced the face-to-face interaction of Commissioners this year, it 
did not stop our activity to any great extent. Our monthly meetings were held on ZOOM. When 
we had to cancel the annual Earth Day Cleanup, as an alternative, we sponsored a contest for 
Town school children to design a poster to encourage keeping the Town clean. Pierce School 4th 
grader, Emmitt Allen, designed what turned out to be a very effective poster that received popular 
acclaim. Eagle Scout, Danny Veverka of Hancock, has made the Forest the focus of his Eagle 
Scout Project by designing and building a terrific new kiosk for the Forest that is located at the 
Depot. The remainder of his project, feature identification, will be completed in early 2021. We 
had two visits to Town by Mike Gagnon, Hillsborough County Forester. His input on the Forest 
and property on Old Stagecoach Road was most helpful and initiated what will be an ongoing 
relationship. One of Mr. Gagnon’s suggestions was replacing some of the benches in the Forest. 
Our resident carpenter, Steve Willette, built four amazing “Leopold Benches’ that are now in the 
Forest for visitors to use and enjoy the woods and the river. A generous Town resident, knowing 
that we were trying to keep the Forest in good shape, donated a Stihl leaf blower to the 
Commission. We took advantage of the low river level this summer and removed several huge 
trees that had fallen into the Contoocook River. The Monadnock Paper Mill was the gracious 
financier of the removal of the largest of the trees. Another Town entity that has brought 
enrichment to the Forest is the Dodge Library. Each month, Librarian Leslie MacGregor set up a 
new “Story Walk” for youngsters to read and follow as they hiked through the woods. While the 
repainting of the old Depot has been put on hold, we are hoping to see that completed in the 
coming year. Everyone can also now follow the Conservation Commission on Facebook and 
Instagram. 


As the Pandemic hopefully withdraws from our lives, the Commission looks forward to reinstituting 
our Earth Day Cleanup in May, our River Paddle in June, and sending two Town youngsters to 
The Harris Center camps in July.

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PLANNING BOARD 


In New Hampshire, the Planning Board has several functions. The first, as implied by the name, 
is planning. This mainly consists of writing or updating the Master Plan and the Capital 
Improvement Program. This process begins with surveying the population of the Town. The 
Master Plan was not updated in 2020. The Board’s adjudicative functions include regulation of 
land subdivisions, review of site plans, and regulation of excavations. Legislative functions include 
recommendation of changes to the Zoning Ordinance, which take the form of proposed Warrant 
Articles for voter approval. 


The Board proposed a single Warrant Article regarding the Zoning Ordinance for the 2020 Town 
Meeting. This proposed update of the Bennington Zoning Ordinance reformats (i.e., “cleans up’) 
the document for consistency, corrects typographical errors, and makes minor language changes 
for clarification. It makes no changes to any zoning regulations. Most of the work involved 
regularizing the numbering/lettering and positioning of headings and subsections so that each of 
Ordinance’s 20 Articles (Chapters) has the same organization, spacing, and paragraph 
indentations, making the document easier to read and search. The Warrant Article was passed 
by the voters at the 2020 Town Meeting. No Warrant Articles were proposed for the 2021 Town 
Meeting. 


In February the Planning Board considered an application filed by Attorney James Callahan, 
acting as Agent for Bridge Street Recovery, LLC, to revoke the September 13, 2010 subdivision 
of Tax Map 13, Lot 14, formerly Known as the Highlander Inn. The Board approved the application, 
which terminated the condominium status for the property and reclassified it as a single entity. 


In June, the Board considered the application of Dennis McKenney, Agent for Cold Springs Land 
Trust, for adjustment of the lot lines between lot 34B and lots 34A, 34, and 35 on Tax Map 17. 
The application was approved.

Due to the Covid-19 Pandemic, most of the Recreation Committee’s annual events were canceled 
including the children’s Easter Celebration, the Andy Mackenzie Fishing Derby hosted by the 
Bennington Sportsmen’s Club, the Bennington Rhubarb Festival, the combined Halloween party 
with the GEP Dodge Library, and the Christmas festivities that typically include the Bennington 
Congregational Church’s Nativity Play. 


Although the Andy Mackenzie Fishing Derby held annually at Cold Spring Pond in late April was 
canceled, the pond was stocked with fish and was open for youth fishermen. 


Whittemore Beach was staffed with part-time beach attendants to keep up with beach 
maintenance. There were no lifeguards; the Highway Department did not put out the raft. Staff 
are charged with light maintenance work including litter removal, raking, and overall upkeep of 
the beach area. Given the significant savings in staff payroll, the Recreation Committee replaced 
the buoys and ropes, as well as the lifeguard stand which were all in disrepair. 


In lieu of an in-person event, the Bennington Rhubarb Festival went virtual. Community members 
submitted photos for various rhubarb contests through the Festival’s Facebook page which were 
then displayed on the GEP Dodge Library lawn. 


Although the town-wide Christmas event was canceled, the Lighted Truck & Tractor Parade was 
still held on December 6" with 14 participants, our largest parade to date! 


The Recreation Committee thanks the volunteers who make recreation activities in Bennington 
possible. New ideas and programs are always welcome. We look forward to gathering as a 
Community again in 2021.

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SUPERVISORS OF THE CHECKLIST 


To say that 2020 was a busy year for elections is no exaggeration. | will describe it with a few 
numbers, and then try to go beyond the numbers to describe what an election is like from the 
inside. Let me also encourage anyone who is concerned about the integrity of our elections to 
exercise your concerns (and your curiosity) by going to the source: ask an Election Official. 
Elections are what we do! Moreover, we encourage you to participate in our democracy: run for 
office, volunteer as a poll worker, help us count votes when the polls close. Call the Town Hall at 
588-2189 to find out when and how to get involved. 


As of this writing, there are 1150 registered voters in Bennington: 334 Democrats, 355 
Republicans, and 461 “Undeclareds”. However, at the end of Election Day on November 3, 2020 
we had 1204 voters. Where did all those voters go? The explanation is simple: Because we have 
Same Day Registration in New Hampshire, some 50 voters who were on our Checklist have moved 
and re-registered in other towns. When voters register using Same Day Registration, their data 
gets entered into the Statewide Checklist by local Election Officials (we call them Supervisors of 
the Checklist), and the voters' records are transferred to the town where the voters now reside. We 
are trained to be very careful to enter data correctly, including birth dates and full middle names, to 
avoid creating duplicate records. 


We are also informed by the "New Hampshire Vital Records Information Network" (NHVRIN) about 
voters in our town who have died recently. 


When there is a busy election year, there is a great deal of activity from Same Day Registration. 
Particularly in Presidential Primary years, when we have four elections, we will see a large number 
of new registrations. Part of this is young and first-time voters, and part of this is infrequent voters 
who like to participate in presidential elections but don't tend to participate in local elections as 
much. To clarify this, we can add up all four elections to see how many voter registrations we had 
in 2020: 


From Jan 1 to Dec 31, 2020, we had 185 new registrations, or around 16% of our checklist! Of 
those, the majority (146) were Same Day registrations, (38) were voters who registered with the 
Town Clerk or with the Supervisors of the Checklist on other days, and (1) was an absentee 
registration. Most of those Same Day Registrations came in during the February Presidential 
Primary and the November General Election. 


Another notable statistic was the number of absentee voters in Bennington in 2020. Our Town 
Election narrowly missed the Governor's stay-at-home order of mid-March; our next two elections 
took place under the unusual conditions imposed upon us by a virus. Our systems were tested, 
and we all learned a lot. The Secretary of State formed a Select Committee on Elections to 
determine how to allocate federal funding designated to help with elections during the Pandemic. 
Meetings were held throughout the month of May via Zoom, which many Election Officials and 
citizens throughout the State attended, including this author, and your Town Clerk, Debra Belcher. 


What became clear during these meetings was that there are areas of New Hampshire's election 
system that are antiquated, and could use updating. What was also clear is that Election Officials 
throughout the state care deeply about how our elections run. Obviously, not everything could be 
perfected in the short time frame that we had before the September Primary. But we all put our 
shoulders to the wheel and put in the time to make sure that our elections ran well and correctly. 


In Bennington, the Supervisors held extra sessions at the Transfer Station and went door to door to 
give people the opportunity to register ahead of time and get their absentee ballot applications. 
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Election Officials met to plan how to run the elections safely. Prior to the General Election, we all 
met to pre-process absentee ballots so that we would not be overwhelmed with that task during the 
actual election day. 


We want to thank all of the voters who planned ahead and opted to vote absentee: your 
thoughtfulness allowed us to reduce the numbers of people at the polls, so that we could keep both 
poll workers and voters safe. We also thank the vast majority of voters, who willingly came to the 
polls wearing masks and did not question our requirement that voters wear masks, respectful of 
common sense and CDC guidelines. 


For the September Primary, we had a total of 335 voters: 91 of those, or 27%, were absentee 
voters. Of those absentee voters, 32% were Republican, and 68% were Democrat. We can 
assume that those percentages are similar for the General Election. However, since voters don't 
declare a party in the General Election, there is no way to determine those percentages exactly. 
Similar ratios have been observed nationwide: more Democrats voted absentee than Republicans. 
We had 839 voters in the General Election, of whom 169 were absentee voters, or 20%. 


| wish to conclude by touching briefly on the words “voter fraud”, which have been bandied about a 
lot recently. | spent countless hours working on and talking to people about elections, and 
specifically, how we could make sure that those elections run smoothly and with integrity. | have 
been an Election Official since 1994, but have mainly done my job with a very small focus: the 
Town of Bennington. What those Zoom meetings taught me is that there are Election Officials 
throughout the State of New Hampshire who, regardless of their political beliefs or their party 
affiliation, care deeply about the integrity of elections and the right of every citizen to have their 
vote count. 


Expand that focus a little farther, and | know that Election Officials throughout this country were 
facing similar challenges that we did, and put their shoulders to the wheel, just as we did, to make 
sure that their local elections ran smoothly and with integrity. If you doubt that, then | suggest that 
you sit down with someone who is actually doing the work of running elections and ask them some 
questions. Better yet, get involved: run for office, volunteer for a town committee, help us count 
votes at the end of a very long day. 


We look forward to seeing you in person at the polls in 2021! Until then, stay healthy. Make good 
use of your time!

WATER/SEWER COMMISSIONERS 


In a year shaped by the devastating COVID-19 Pandemic, the Bennington Water and Sewer 
Departments ran smoothly. With the exception of our monthly meetings going virtual our 
operations were unaffected. 


Following a complete rate study in 2019, effective January 1, 2020, our revised water and sewer 
rates went in to effect. Every account has a minimum monthly charge plus a per gallon usage 
charge. Our goal is to incrementally and responsibly increase our water and sewer rates to reduce 
funding coming from Town taxation. 


In 2019, work was done to complete an Asset Management Plan for our Water assets. During 
2020, work was done to substantially complete an Asset Management Plan for our Sewer assets. 
This Plan will provide a sensible management tool to ensure a best practices approach to 
operations. The Sewer Asset Management Plan should be completed by spring 2021. 


We are fortunate to have Antrim Water and Sewer as our partner in maintaining our drinking water 
and sewer system. Antrim Water and Sewer Department oversee the operation and perform 
maintenance on our Water and Sewer systems on an hourly basis. Superintendent Matt Miller 
and his assistant Zack Anderson provide us an invaluable service to our community. 


On the Water side of operations, Antrim exercises and inspects 25% of our fire hydrants and gate 
valves each year, reads and maintains our water meters, responds to alarms, water leaks, and 
power outages 24/7, performs monthly and quarterly water testing, and manages our Asset 
Management Plan. When maintenance is required, our Antrim partners complete the task and 
coordinate resources as needed. 


Our water comes from a gravel packed well supplied by ground water located off of Bible Hill 
Road: this past year we pumped 24,269,000 gallons from our well to satisfy the Town’s need. We 
are billed quarterly for the Operations and Maintenance of our water system. The Bennington and 
Antrim water systems are linked together to provide a backup water supply for each Community. 


On the Sewer side of operations, Antrim inspects our Sewer Pump Station daily and provides 
maintenance as needed, maintains and repairs our sewer manholes, and provide other sewer 
system services as needed. 


Our sewer is collected at the Starrett Road Pump Station and force pumped to the Antrim Waste 
Water Treatment Facility; this past year we pumped 6,481,673 gallons of sewage to Antrim for 
processing. We are billed quarterly for operations, maintenance, and sewer gallons treated. 


Our water and sewer systems are monitored by a series of telemetry controls to ensure optimal 
operation. In late 2020 we were required to upgrade our monitoring systems from analog copper 
telephone wires to a cell-based digital system. This new monitoring system was installed in 
December and allows our Operators to receive alarms and notifications on their smart phone, 
tablet, or computer and allows them to remotely operate portions of the system as well. 


With more regulation expected in the future, it is critical that we remain compliant with those 


regulations while delivering our customers high quality drinking water and a sewer system that is 
efficient, cost-effective, and helps protect our environment. 
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The Bennington Water and Sewer Commissioners thank Town Administrator Kristie LaPlante, her 
staff, and our partners from Antrim Water and Sewer Departments for shouldering the burden of 


operating our systems; they make it all work for the benefit of us all. THANK YOU for a job well 
done!

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BENNINGTON ENERGY COMMITTEE 


The Bennington Energy Committee (BEC) was established in 2010 with the charge to help the 
Town find ways to save energy and thereby save money. A secondary objective is to help the 
Town’s residents save energy. The vision of the BEC has been to find ways for the Town to cut 
energy costs by 50% by 2020. The BEC will examine all aspects of Town energy use, including 
both indoor and outdoor usage. 


There are two possible routes to saving money with solar power. The first is for the Town to have 
a solar array to supply power to Town buildings and to use net metering to return excess 
generated energy to the energy supplier (currently Eversource). The Committee has been unable 
to identify a site suitable for this approach. The second possibility is for the Town to lease a 
“brown field” such as the capped landfill to a company that will build a solar array and supply 
power to the utility. The Town would derive revenue both from the lease and from property tax 
on the installed solar array. Several energy suppliers expressed some interest in this approach 
at a Brightfields event in the summer of 2019. However, this interest might have waned because 
the State failed to increase the maximum megawattage from such arrays. The Energy Committee 
met only once in 2020, in January, because of the COVID-19 Pandemic, but will continue to 
pursue this option when it is once again safe to meet.
